Until Lil colls me, let me add e few ether things that may strike yo u 
■and Paul -os they do ne. First, I should say that even though the papers label 
what they print as the real transcript, the haste and the editing, if no other 
things, may render them unde endeble . However, in the direct examination of Shaw, 
there were several things that Dymond did that fascinate me end apparently went 
unnoted in court. Hex esked "Hove you ever worked for the CIA?" Shaw said no, he 
hadn't. But 5 ?s with the fterren Commission, the next Question was not asked, and 
that would have be3n the same question with the addition off indirectly, or through 
fronts or covers, as with, I think it is Credit Mondiale, as I have in C in N.C. 

Cross examination should have included his contacts with the FBI end CIA, and 
they had to exist. Jesse Core told me how they worked with the FBI, and what he 
said was all perfectly proper. *t should have happened that W3y. But why assume 
it didn* t happen or there was nothing else? It is inevitable that in his position 
and from his travels Shaw had to be of some CIA relationship. Saying he was not 
a direct employee, in the context of 2 question that would have been appropriate 
for a desk man in Washington or on official spy, by no means answers the question 
remaining to be asked. Dymond hed#led the Army part pretty cute, asking Shaw net 
had he been in miiitarjr surviee, but had he txxn worked for any other part of the 
government other tha the Array. Shaw's response was that he had worked for the Army 
only. Now! it is not "working for" the Array to be in the military service, and I 
have never, ~var, heard anyone indicate it is.
